CHR pins 
local 

business to 
Web board

A Didsbury business owner is feeling like the victim of 
a witch hunt after a recent decision by the Calgary Health 
Region to publicly disclose all public health inspection 
orders. 

Back in June, well samples from Didsbury Meat 
Processing indicated that its water source was unsafe and 
the business was in breach of the Public Health Act and 
Food Regulation. 

According to Plant 
Manager Darcy Conley, the 
company did everything 
necessary to immediately 
rectify the problem, includ¬ 
ing doing a well septic 
shock system and chlori¬ 
nating the water. 

They also took water 
samples every day for five 
days, as ordered by the 
CHR. 

All of those samples 
came back clean and, in the 
end, Conley said it turned 
out the first sample had 
been faulty. 

“It was sampling error,” he said. 

But the file posted on the CHR Web site last week does¬ 
n’t mention that. It states only what led to the order in the 
first place, and that upsets Conley. 

“It basically makes everyone look bad, but it doesn’t say 
how they rectified it or what the situation was,” he said. 

“They should say we did five days of sampling and had 
excellent water, conclusively. It would send a little clear¬ 
er message to people who are looking this stuff up." 

Conley said while most complaints the CHR receives 
come from the public, in this case it was Didsbury Meat 
Processing who flagged the potential problem itself, 
through regular testing. 

“I don’t have a problem with it being on there, as long as 
it would say that we are the ones who turned ourselves in 
and then found out it was faulty water sampling," he said. 

If there is a legitimate problem, Conley said it’s compa¬ 
ny protocol to make it public knowledge. 

“We inform anyone who needs to be informed,” he said. 

“If there was a problem, then I obviously would have 
done recalls on products and been throwing away prod¬ 
ucts." 

The CHR site gives Didsbury Meat Processing an “inac¬ 
tive” status, meaning it is no longer in violation of any 
codes, but Conley thinks listing it at all gives a negative 
impression that isn’t warranted. 

“When they make it public, your first impression when 
you see the business name on there Is a bad one" he said. 

The Calgary Healt h Region said the move wasn’t intend¬ 
ed as a witch hunt. 

“A large part of our commitment to health is ensuring 
the public is able to obtain the health information they 
need in a readily accessible manner,” said Robert Bradury, 
director of Health Protection. 

Bradbury said the information has always been avail¬ 
able, but posting it on the Region’s Web site underscores 
the committment to disclosure and transparency.

According to (K)licc iuid Town officials, personal safety Ls a 
growing concern among Didsbury residents. 

We hear about young “hoodlums’’ out roaming the streets at 
night, damaging people’s pro[>erty and we start to find it diffi¬ 
cult to discern the good eggs from the bad. 

As a result, we’ve lumped all youth into a category of people 
to fear and avoid. 

This, despite the fact that most of the youth in Didsbury are 
great kids. 

Even police, who deal with things like vandalism and loiter¬ 
ing every day, admit that 99 per cent of kids are getting a bad 
rap for the tiny one per cent who are getting into trouble. 

The stereotype we’ve pushed on the kids in this town has 
served only to expand the gap between youth and the rest of the 
residents, creating a disasterous cycle. 

The more disconnecter! youth feel with their community, the 
less pride they lake in it, and the more likely they an' to van¬ 
dalize it. The more vandalism that occurs, the more we get fed 
up with youth. 

There an' a couple of ways we can break the cycle. 

First, Town council and police are consulting with teens as to 
how to relieve boredom and encourage community involve¬ 
ment. 

()ne possibility is something like a ns- centre with ixxtl tables 
that the kids would have to help maintain. 

This could give kids, who aren’t interested in hockey or swim¬ 
ming, something fun to do indoors that they would Ih* respon¬ 
sible for taking care of. 

The second solution is something everyone can Ih' involved 
in. 

By simply recognizing that most Didsbury teens are responsi¬ 
ble residents, and treating them as such, we can make a big dif¬ 
ference. 

When a kid approaches you on the street, even if he’s got a 
mohawk, smile and say “hi", just as you would to anyone else. 

He probably works in town, plays volleyball on the high 
sch<K)l team and generally stays out of trouble. 

I was encouraged when Joyce Mullen called the pajx'r last 
week to tell me alxmt a teenager who had helped her. 

She’d just finished lunch downtown with friends and got in 
her car to drive home when she noticed her key w as jammed in 
the loop on the keychain. 

She looked around and saw some high school students, so 
she honked her horn. 

One young man turned around and walked over to her. 

He took the keychain and struggled for some time to get the 
key loose for Joyce. 

“It’s nice to have a young student come to the rescue of some¬ 
body who couldn’t do something for herself when he didn’t 
even know her," she said. 

“It’s good to know that there are really very nice kids in 
town.” 

That Ls my point. 

Kids are generally good, plain and simple. 

Teachers know it, principals know it, parents know it. 

Even if right now the rest of the country may have their 
doubts about the youth in this town, I hope the community 
knows the truth and stands by it.

has found that Didsbury, Community Supports sur-

four or more rental units in 
63 Alberta communities. 

Overall Alberta vacancy 
rate for 2006 in rural com¬ 
munities decreased to 1.4 
per cent. 

The surveys were con¬ 
ducted in June, July and 
August and identified 307 
rental units in Olds of 
which 255 units were 
accounted for in the survey. 

Didsbury is right in line 
with other Central Alberta 
communities with Olds, 
Carstairs, Bowden, Sundre 
and Innisfail all at zero per 
cent vacancy rate in 2006. 

The highest vacancy rate 
is 12.8 per cent in Falher, 
followed by 11.3 per cent in 
Elk Point, Lac La Biche at 
9.6 per cent, Fort Macleod 
at 9.5 per cent and Bassano 
at 8.3 per cent. 

Average rental prices for 
bachelor units in Olds were 
$400, one-bedroom units 
are $502, two-bedroom 
units are $588 and three- 
bedroom units are $611.

While symptoms of the °X 

disease run from abdominal cramps and 
headaches to mild fever, chills, muscle 
pain and general tiredness, vomiting and 
diarrhea are primary symptoms of 
Norovirus infection. 

With people needing only to ingest a 
small amount of the virus to become 
infected, MacDonald says the best way to 
help stop the spread is to wash your hands 
frequently with soap and warm water. 

Those people who are infected with the 
virus are contagious from the time they 


begin to exhibit symptoms np to two or 
three days after they have recovered, 
therefore it is important that people take 
time to recover from their illness, and 
drink clear fluids while infected. 

“The illness will run its course in a day 
or two but it’s very important for anyone 
who has symptoms of vomiting or diar¬ 
rhea to not return to work, school or day¬ 
care until they have been symptom-free 
for at least 48 hours,” she added. 

MacDonald offers the following precau¬ 
tions to help prevent the spread of the dis-

Fewer protestors expected

Daniel (’bark's Haskett is scheduled to 
make his second appearance in Didsbury 
Provincial Court Wednesday to answer 
charges of animal cruelty in the death of his 
family dog last month. 

Police say they expect fewer protestors 
this time around. 

“We may get some local people and that’s 
fine,” said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin 
O’Dwyer. 

“They can come and have their voices 
heard.” 

Over 50 protestors attended Haskett’s first 
court appearance Oct. 6, trying to get a 
glimpse of the man they had despised from 
afar, but Haskett entered the courthouse 
through a side door, evading the crowd. 

At the time it was believed that a police 
escort hail led the 19-year-old into the build¬ 
ing, sparking criticism from protestors that 
police were providing protection to an 
accused not in custody. 

But Sgt. O’Dwyer said someone inside the 
courthouse organized lus entry and exit 
point and police were not involved at all. 

What had started out as a peaceful gather¬ 
ing Nov. 6 quickly escalated into a near riot 
when Haskett exited the courthouse and 
made his way to a nearby van. 

Prop's tors swarmed the van and began 
pounding their fists on the vehicle’s hood. 
One man, who kicked the van as it left the 


parking lot was arrested and charged with 
mischief. 

Animal lovers across the nation, and even 
as far away as Scotland, have expressed 
outrage at the way the Hasketts’ dog was 
tortured and are frustrated with lax animal 
abuse laws. 

Police say they share the public’s frustra¬ 
tion, but their hands are (it'd. 

“We can only go by what charges are 
there, available to us,” said Sgt. O’Dwyer. 

“We have to be able to prove the elements 
of the charge and we have nothing to do 
with the penalty sections at all, or even 
what penalty Is given out.” 

He said he hopes Myron Thompson will 
be able to bring something before the 
House and look at having the laws changed. 

“We would love that,” said O’Dwyer. 

Meanwhile, a petition started by local dog 
groomer Tamara Chaney has been expand¬ 
ed until Dec. 31 due to the high volume 
response she’s received. 

Thousands of signatures have been col¬ 
lected to date and more and a link to the 
petition is now online at www.noka.org. 

Chaney’s Fort McLeod leader Saranna 
has commissioned a company to design a 
bracelet to support the cause as well. 

It is similar to the rubber Lance 
Armstrong “LiveStrong” bracelets, but it’s 
black and white in colour, with silver writ¬ 
ing that says “Stop Animal Cruelty, In 
Memory of Daisy Duke”.

But even with a grant, Wilson said the similar to condos, but this might change to 
organization might have to borrow money cut costs, 
and requisition municipalities for funding. 

“The capital dollars could come from 
capital requisitioning the municipalities 
and provincial grant money and borrow¬ 
ing," she said. 

“We do have a right to requisition munic¬ 
ipalities, but that has not even been decid¬ 
ed yet.” 

The $1.7-million figure is based on a 
remaining cost of $10 million after grants 
and loans. If the group decides to requisi¬ 
tion stakeholders, the county would have 
to pay $6.5 million and the remaining 
municipalities would owe less than one 
million each. 

Wilson said the housing group is waiting 
until the end of the month to see if it gets 
a grant. Plans currently include a 70-unit “Nothing has been decided so we may 

go back to the drawing board and change 
some things and try to get the costs 
down,” said Wilson. 

The group’s charitable organization will 
also fundraise, but Wilson said they can’t 
expect to raise millions in such a rural 
area, adding they recently raised $100,000 
for the new Aspen Lodge in Didsbury. 

Despite the unexpected cost, Wilson 
said the project will continue one way or 


another, with the hope of starting con¬ 
struction late in 2007. 

“The experts are telling us, don’t delay 
your building project for four years 
because you think the building costs arc 
going to go down, because they probably 
aren’t going to.” 

Wilson said the project is necessary for 
the community. 

“It’s very important, we believe, because 
the lodge that’s in Olds just is not meeting 
the needs of our seniors today,” she said. 
“It was built in I960 and it was built for a 
different time, a different population of 
people.” 

Olds Councillor Elaine Taylor, board 
member for the housing group, said it’s 
important for the community to know 
about the costs facing the new lodge. 

“As a community, the lodge is wanted 
here, we need it here,” said Taylor. 

“Every month that we can’t get in the 
ground and get digging, we’re looking at 
an additional one per cent." 

The seniors' group got the green light for 
a new lodge in September. The municipal¬ 
ities of Olds, Didsbury, Sundre, Oarstairs 
and Cremona, as well as the county, are 
already requisitioned for operating 
expenses for four seniors’ lodges in the 
area.

New premier among eight challengers

Following a six week campaign that 
saw little in the way of controversy or 
surprises, the eight candidates in the 
Alberta Progressive Conservative leader¬ 
ship race are making their final pitches in 
anticipation of the Nov. 25 vote. 

The candidates are Lyle Oberg, Jim 
Dinning, Mark Norris, Victor Doerksen, 
Dave Hancock, Ed Stelmach, Gary 
McPherson and Ted Morton. The winner 
will become Alberta’s new premier until 
at least the next provincial election. 

Unless one candi¬ 
date gamers 50 per 
cent plus one vote 
during the Nov. 25 
vote, a runoff ballot 
will be held Dec. 2. 

During the Dec. 2 
vote, the top three 
vote getters on Nov. 
25 will face a runoff 
ballot. During that 
vote, voting party 
members will pick a 
first and second choice. 

In interviews, the candidates gave final 
summations of some of their respective 
platforms on everything from education 
and health care to taxation and environ¬ 
mental policy. 

Jim Dinning is predicting he will be 
elected leader in a second ballot vote. 

“I have got my mes¬ 
sage out and it’s been 
a good campaign,” 
said Dinning. 

“The message I’m 
giving to people is 
Alberta needs a 
leader with a track 
record, a team, and a 
plan.

international trade. 

Ed Stelmach said he is the “best candi¬ 
date to bridge urban and rural together 
w ith a very inclusive style of leadership.”

Mark Norris said he has achieved the 
three goals ho set for himself in the cam¬ 
paign, namely boosting fundraising, vol¬ 
unteers and membership.

Board says better funding the best solution 


But Gibbons said he is 
not concerned about the 
class sizes affecting over¬ 
all education. Chinook’s 
Edge 2006/07 average for 
kindergarten to Grade 3 is 
20.4 students per class, 
while the provincial 
guideline is 17. He said 
their average is “not really 
high." 

“We’re still able to 
achieve really good 
results at the K-3 level.” 

He added that if you 
asked a teacher which 
they would rather, having 
17 students in one class¬ 
room and being alone or 
having 20 students and a 
helper, “I would suggest 
they’d opt for the latter.” 

The school division also 
ensures teachers have 
supports in the classroom, such as edu¬ 
cational assistants. 

“We try to make sure there is support 


ized courses than elemen¬ 
tary schools, they need 
more teachers. 

“Consequently, you 
Meed to borrow from else¬ 
where and we’ve been 
borrowing from the K-3 
grades,” said Gibbons. 

“If we lowered the num¬ 
ber of teachers, we 
wouldn’t be able to offer 
some of the high school 
courses.” 

In smaller high schools, 
classes will often operate 
with only a few students, 
making it more expen¬ 
sive. For example, a 
school must offer Physics 
30 for those who want to 
take it. Not every student 
will, however, and there 
may be only a couple of 
students in the class. 

In an elementary school, one teacher 
can teach all or most of the subjects in 
the grade. 


in the classroom when there is a child 
with special needs,” Gibbons said. 

To address the class size issue, he said 
he’d like to see better funding for small¬ 
er high schools. When a small school 
exists, like Jessie Duncan in Penhold, 
they can get special funding from the 
province. Small Schools by Necessity is 
a program for schools with fewer than 
126 students, which are more than 30 km 
from the next community. 

Gibbons said if a high school was in a 
separate building it could qualify for that 
funding, but because it is part of a K-12 
school it does not. Chinook's Edge is 
asking the province to recognize high 
schools under the program. The board 
has a resolution coming forward at the 
Alberta School Board Associat ion’s con¬ 
vention asking for support for funding. 

Other grades in Chinook’s Edge are 
either only slightly above or below the 
provincial standards. For Grades 4-6, the 
board’s average is 23.4 and the guideline 
is 23; the Grades 7-9 average is 24.6 and 
the guideline is 25; and the Grades 10-12 
average is 21.4 with the guideline at 27.

Chinook’s Edge is failing to meet 
provincial guidelines for class sizes in its 
elementary grades. 

“We have more than enough teachers 
to meet the guidelines,” said Jim 
Gibbons, superintendent for Chinook’s 
Edge School Division. 

But when you have a “significant num¬ 
ber" of small high schools, it upsets the 
dispersion of teachers, he added. 

Laurette Woodward, a spokesperson 
for Chinook’s Edge, said that if the num¬ 
ber of students in the division is divided 
by the number of teachers, the class 
averages work out on paper. But in real¬ 
ity, due to the number of courses offered 
in high school, the average class size dif¬ 
fers across grade levels. 

Seven of the 12 high schools in 
Chinook’s Edge are part of a K-12 
school. Within the K-12 schools. Gibbons 
said there are only about 90-120 students 
in the high school grades (10-12). And 
because high schools offer more special-

Spare bus driver shortage looming

normal route before tak¬ 
ing students on a field trip, 
and this could alter sched¬ 
ules or make students get 
home at a later time. 

Bus drivers are very 
important for the school 
division, Gibbons said. 
About 50 per cent of 
CESD’s 11,000 students 
ride the bus and there are 


128 routes in the division. 

“Bus drivers are the first 
contact for children and 
youth going to school each 
day,” he said. “We’ve got 
some very wonderful bus 
drivers. It’s not just the job 
they care about, it’s the 
children and they care 
about their education.” 

Ray Black has been a 
bus driver with Chinook’s 
Edge for seven years. He 
started as a spare driver 
when he worked for the 
RCMP. After retiring two 
years ago, the Innisfail res¬ 
ident became a full-time 
driver. His route runs west 
of town, and he takes stu¬ 
dents to the local public 
schools. 

“This is a great job," said 
Black. As a retiree “it’s a 
great way to add to your 
income during the year.” 

He said he also likes the 
job because it has very 
flexible hours - you only 
have to work in the morn¬ 
ings and afternoons. And 
as a spare driver, he said, 
it’s all right to turn down a 
job offer if you can’t do it 
that day. 

“That’s why we need 
more spares, to have a big¬ 
ger pool to call from," he 
said. 

To help prevent a driver 
shortage, the division is 
advertising the job in local 
newspapers. A letter was 
also sent home to parents 
explaining the situation 


and offering options if a 
driver is unable to run a 
route. 

One option is to double 
route the buses. This 
means a driver would do 
his normal route then loop 
back and do another one. 
The letter states this is a 
“viable option” for short 
routes. However, it “could 
be challenging” for longer 
routes, as students would 
arrive at school later than 
normal. 

The other option is for 
parents to drive their chil¬ 
dren to school themselves. 
The letter notes that 
schools will always 
remain open, regardless of 
bus cancellations. 

All Chinook’s Edge bus 
drivers need to have a 
Class 2 licence, S- 
Endorsement and first aid 
certification. Training is 
offered for all of these, 
and the board will pay for 
both the S-Endorsement 
and first aid. 

Gibbons said that while 
he is concerned of a 
potential shortfall, labour 
struggles are common 
throughout the province. 

“We’re concerned, but 
it’s the same concern that 
all of Alberta has with 
many industries," he said. 
“The economy of Alberta 
is very hot right now. One 
of the largest shortages is 
in the area of transporta¬ 
tion.”
